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RECENT DEATHS. 

Lieut. Col. Robert R. G. Kane, British army, D. 
S.0., who has died of wounds in France, was the 
younger son of the late Judge R. R. Kane, of [itz- 
William place, Dublin. He entered the army in 1908 
and joined the Royal Munster Fusiliers in India. The 
battalion, in January, 1915, was sent with the 29th 
Division to the Dardanelles. Lieutenant Colonel Kane 
became liaison officer till he was badly wounded in July, 
being awarded the D.S.O. Afterwards he served on the 
Staff in France and was made Chevalier of the Legion 
of Honor. In February, 1918, he went back to his bat- 
talion as colonel, and was with them till his death. He 
was a keen soldier and a good rider. His elder brother 
was killed in the South African War. He was the 
grandson of Sir Robert Kane and a nepliew of Admiral 
Sir Henry C. Kane, K.C.B., Royal Navy, who distin- 
guished himself as captain of the Calliope in the hurri- 
cane at Samoa in March, 1889. Colonel Kane left sev- 
eral kinsmen in America to mourn his loss, among whom 
are Rear Admiral J. J. Kane (chaplain), U.S. Navy, 
retired, and Lieut. Col. A. J. Gordon Kane, of the Na- 
tional Guard, retired, and late ensign, U.S.N., Civil 
War, both of whom are also natives of Canada. 

Capt. George E. Bryant, U.S.A., Machine Gun Co., 
106th Inf., killed Sept. 30 by a German shell which 
burst near the regimental headquarters in Flanders, 
was one of the crack rifle shots of the New York Na- 
tional Guard. He was formerly armorer of the old 23d 
Regiment, a position previously held by his father. He 
leaves his wife and two daughters. 

Major Gen. L. J. Lipsett, C.B., C.M.G., until recently 
commander of the 3d Canadian Division and later a 
General Staff officer, was killed by a German sniper dur- 
ing the week of Oct. 13, while inspecting positions on 
the western front, according to a press dispatch from 
London. He went overseas as brigade commander in the 
first Canadian. contingent, later being transferred to 
the 3d Division. 

Brig. Gen. Hazard Stevens, who received the Medal 
of Honor for his daring capture of Fort Huger during 
the Civil War, died at his home at Goldendale, Wash., 
Oct. 14. He was born at Newport, R.I., June 9, 1842, 
but when a boy went to Washington Territory, of which 
his father was governor. He entered the Army in 1861 
and fought throughout the Civil War. He was severely 
wounded at the battle of Chantilly, where his father 
was killed. He was also wounded at the battle of the 
Wilderness. He was breveted brigadier general before 
he was twenty-three years old and is said to have then 
been the youngest officer of that rank in the Army. His 
mother was a granddaughter of Col. Daniel Lyman, who 
fought in the War of the Revolution. 

Lieut. Hyman Freinig, who was killed in France a 
short time ago, went to France as an enlisted man in the 
307th Infantry, 78th Division, but received his commis- 
sion three months ago and was transferred to a unit in 
the Illinois division. He was a graduate of the College 
of the City of New York. His home was at 147 Lenox 
avenue, New York city. 

The death in France is announced of Lieut. Austin L. 
Hobbs, M.C., U.S.A. He was a graduate of Princeton 
University and of the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, New York city. Lieutenant Hobbs was an X-ray 
specialist. He was a son of Mr. and Mrs. Taylor Hobbs, 
of East Orange, N.J. 

Lieut. John W. McConnell, U.S.A., of the 307th Inf., 
has been killed in action according to a telegram from 
the War Department received by his widow, who lives 
in Yonkers, N.Y. He was twenty-nine years of age and 
was trained at Plattsburg. 

Lieut. Tolman D. Wheeler, U.S.A., died in a hospital 
at Paris, Sept. 5, of wounds received in battle while 
serving with the 127th Infantry. He was a graduate of 
Plattsburg and went to France as a second lieutenant 
of Engineers. He was a son of Henry R. Wheeler of 17 
Battery place, New York city. 

Three officers of the 14th Cavalry died at the Base 
Hospital, Fort Sam Houston, Oct. 21, from pneumonia. 
They were Lieuts. Louis J. Mayer, Offa McCoy and 
John Bradley. 

William Charles Muschenheim, who died Oct. 25, 
1918. at the Post Graduate Hospital in New York city, 
of pneumonia, was one of the leading hotel proprietors 
in this country and was also well known among many 
officers of the Army, as at one time he conducted the 
officers’ mess at the West Point Military Academy. 
Whenever West Pointers came to New York in a body 
the Hotel Astor was always their headquarters’ and the 
West Point alumni always hold their dinners there, and 
Mr. Muschenheim was always the one civilian guest in- 
vited. His funeral took place from his late residence at 
Spuyten Duyvil on Oct. 28. Burial was in Woodlawn 
Cemetery. Army officers and many prominent men at- 
tended the funeral. A delegation from Governors Island 
headed by Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, commander of 
the Department of the East, and including Col. J. C.F. 
Tillson, of the 22d Infantry; Col. W. F. Simpson, De- 
partment Adjutant; Col. C. M. O’Connor, Col. William 
Stephenson, Col. O. B. Mitcham, Capt. Edwin C. Mal- 
ing, Adjutant, and about fifty other Army men. A 
beautiful floral piece was sent by the delegation from 
West Point, with a loving inscription to Mr. Muschen- 
heim’s memory. 

Mrs. Reba Ballou Hunter, wife of Lieut. Col. George 
B. Hunter, Sig. Corps, U.S.A., and daughter of Major 
Gen. and Mrs. C. C. Ballou, U.S.A., died at Berkeley, 
Cal., on Oct. 22, 1918. 

Mrs. Rebecca Matheson, widow of the late Judge J. 
D. Matheson and mother of Col. J. R. D. Matheson, 
Engrs., U.S.A., died at Billings, Mont., on Oct. 22, 1918, 
of pneumonia, following an attack of Spanish influenza. 
Mrs. Matheson was one of the pioneers of eastern Mon- 
tana, having removed to that state from Ontario with 
her husband in 1882. She was respected and loved by 
all who knew her. She is survived by two sons and 
three daughters and thirteen grandchildren.

BOOTS, SPURS; CHAPLAIN’S INSIGNIA. 


Some recent statements in regard to the wearing of 
boots and spurs, especially in the case of military avia- 
tors, led to inquiries at the office of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army and the Equipment Branch of the Gen- 
eral Staff, of which Col. Robert BE. Wyllie is chief. In- 
formation on the subject is as follows: Under present 
regulations officers of the Air Service may not wear 
spurs “except when actually mounted”; and as they can- 
not wear boots without spurs unless they violate the reg- 
ulations it follows that they may not wear boots. 

Emphasis should be laid on the further fact that 
boots are not required to be worn by any officer. The 
wearing of boots is optional on the part of an officer, 
and if he wants to spend $30 or $40 for a pair of boots 
it is his lookout entirely and is not required by regula- 
tions. Some officers may not wear boots at all. All in 
mounted service status, which includes all officers but 
captains and lieutenants in the Coast Artillery and the 
Infantry, and the Air Service as noted, may wear boots, 
and if they do they must wear spurs with them. As the 
Signal Corps is included in the mounted service, the offi- 
cers serving in that branch have the privilege of wearing 
boots and spurs; and since officers in military aeronau- 
tics are not included in the Coast Artillery or Infan- 
try, they too have the privilege of wearing the same 
footwear, but only when “actually mounted.” 

The latest regulation as to wearing of boots and spurs 
at the present date is Changes No. 5, Special Regula- 
tions No. 41, dated July 17, 1918. Paragraph 120 of 
this reads: 

“120. (Changed by S.R. N. 41, C. No. 1, W.D., 1917, 
and No. 4, W.D.,«1918.) Spurs.—Spurs will always be 
worn with boots whether mounted or dismounted, except 
that they will not be worn dismounted with field boots 
by dismounted officers. No officers of the Air Service 
will wear spurs except when actually mounted. When 
mounted, with leggins or woolen puttees, spurs will be 
worn. Black straps will be worn with black boots and 
russet-leather straps with russet-leather boots and leg- 
gins when the latter are worn on mounted occasions. 
Spurs will be worn points down.” (S.R. No. 41, No. 5, 
July 17, 1918.) 

Question was also raised as to the insignia for Jewish 
chaplains. The latest instructions have not yet been 
published, but it is stated the Jewish chaplains are to 
wear the Mosaic tablet surmounted by the double trian- 
gle, sometimes called the Star of David. This will be 
obligatory for them and not optional, and they will wear 
it in lieu of the Latin cross which is prescribed for all 
other chaplains.

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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 
Commutation of Quarters Decisions. 





Five questions as to commutation of quarters and 
heat and light for Navy officers submitted to the Comp- 
troller by the Secretary of the Navy are answered in 
decisions that settle as many points concerning which 
the Navy Department has been in doubt. According to 
these decisions an officer of the Navy detached from 
shore duty (where he is not furnished quarters in kind 
by the Government and is paid commutation of quar- 
ters) and ordered to duty on a vessel in commission is 
entitled to credit for commutation of quarters and heat 
and light “for the period he is en route from his sta- 
tion to his place of active duty” even if this includes 
service in foreign waters. Credit for commutation of 
quarters, in the case of an officer detached from “duty 
in the field in the United States” (where he is entitled to 
commutation of quarters and heat and light) and 
ordered to duty on board a vessel in commission, begins 
with the next day after the date of his departure from 
his old station and not from the date following his de- 
tachment. 

An officer of the Navy undergoing treatment in a 
hospital in a foreign country who as a result of a medi- 
cal survey is ordered to the United States for treat- 
ment in a hospital and who has acquired a right to com- 
mutation of quarters and heat and light prior to enter- 
ing the hospital is entitled to continue in receipt there- 
of for said dependents, this right only including the 
period up to the date of his arrival in the United States. 
This decision bringing the right of commutation to an 
end with the arrival of an officer in the United States 
is based on the view of the Comptroller that such an 
officer is neither “on active duty abroad” nor “on duty 
in the field.” If discharged from treatment from a hos- 
pital in the United States under orders to proceed to 
duty, commutation should begin from date of discharge 
from hospital. If not ordered to duty upon discharge, 
no right to commutation of quarters for dependents will 
accrue. 

An officer of the Navy is not entitled to credit for 
commutation of quarters during the time his wife, child 
or dependent parent is traveling on a U.S. Army trans- 
port since “the conveyance upon which they may be 
traveling cannot be held to be a place of abode ‘main- 
tained’.by the officer.” Similarly there can be no com- 
mutation of heat and light allowance during the time an 
officer’s dependents are traveling since they are not oc- 
cupying “such place of abode” as is contemplated by 
the law. 

In response to a query made by a disbursing cfficer 
the Comptroller states that “A warrant officer of the 
Navy acquires a right to commutation for heat and 
light by reason of maintaining a place of abode for a 
dependent, when entitled to commutation of quarters by 
reason of the Act of April 16, 1918.” 


Personal Opinion as Evidence. 


In refusing to allow a claim for revision of the audi- 
tor’s decision as to a bill for dental services incurred by 
an officer of the Marine Corps, the Comptroller makes 
the following comments on personal opinions as evi- 
dence. The officer stated that he had to employ a civilian 
dentist since the “acting dental surgeon at the station 
was not sufficiently skilled or properly equipped to per- 
form the required service.” “This statement,” the 
Comptroller points out,” is not sufficient. The acting 
dental surgeon’s own opinion as to his skill and equip- 
ment to perform the service is not submitted, nor that of 
anyone qualified to judge, and, in the absence of satis- 
factory evidence relative thereto, appellant’s statement 
as to the skill and equipment of said officer should be 
considered as merely his opinion in the matter and his 
resort to the civilian dentist a matter of choice and not 
of necessity.” 
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DANGEROUS DEMOBILIZATION TALK. 

Dangerous optimism as to speedy demobilization and 
discussions about “military demobilization,” meaning, of 
course, the process of bringing back to the United States 
the vast forces we have overseas in France, England, 
Italy, Russia and Siberia, are apt to bring bitter dis- 
appointment in their wake. 

A modest but highly significant paragraph in the news 
of Oct. 28 shows to what an extent Great Britain and 
the United States are committed to adequate preparation 
for the future. To cut down the tonnage necessary to 
ship provisions from the United States to Great Britain 
to the end that more American troops may be carried 
abroad through the winter months, the British Food Con- 
troller has announced that the meat ration in the British 
Isles is to be cut down from one pound to three-quarters 
of a pound per capita. We have the definite announcement 
of our Government that 250,000 men are to-be sent over- 
seas every month and statistics issued by Secretary 
Baker on Oct. 21 show that this promise is being kept, 
and bettered in some instances. Our divisional canton- 
ments, particularly along the Atlantic coast and in the 
Middle West, are being enlarged much beyond their for- 
mer capacity. And the officers’ training schools and 
centers have their courses cut down twenty-five per cent. 
in point of length of time with a view to turning out the 
large number of officers needed by next spring when the 
present commissioned personnel, which numbers nearly 
170,000 officers will be greatly increased. To read some 
of the comments made by Americans safe at home in 
the United States about our forces abroad one might 
imagine our Army was in billets along the happy Med- 
iterranean shore, the officers engaged in holiday sports 
and the men in salt-water bathing. Instead of that the 
1st Field Army has been fighting for six weeks now the 
bitterest kind of warfare in the Argonne, the 2d Field 
Army is in the Woevre facing Metz, United States Navy 
gun crews shelled the German line of communications 
on the Metz-Montmedy line with heavy guns, and the 
2ith and 30th Divisions were in action with the British 
in the Vallenciennes sector. _ 

One of these dispiriting civilian writers on the pros- 
pects of demobilization recalls how “easily” a similar 
operation was conducted at the close of the Civil War 
when the problem was of so entirely a different nature, 
both as to the numbers of men and the transportation 
question involved, as to make the comparison grotesque. 
He continues: “Once the war is over the demand for 
the speedy return of the Army to civil life will be irre- 
sistible, and the Government should be ready to meet it. 
Only in part is it a question for the War Department; 
tle Shipping Board, the Railway Administration, the 
Red Cross, and a long list of other governmental or 
quasi-governmental agencies are concerned in it. It 
would be a disgrace if, after having successfully mobil- 
ized an army during the war, we should fail to demobilize 
it successfully after the peace.” 

-Why should this writer assume that the officers of 
the U.S. Army and Navy who have conducted our share 
dm the Buropean war so brilliantly thus far are not capa- 
ble of demobilizing an army and navy that they have 
created in. spite of a preponderance of civilian criti¢ism 
and opposition? A very significant paragraph in the 


ARuy AND Navy Jovurnat of Oct. 26 shows the amount ' 


ef thought already given to this problem of demobiliza- 


tion when it comes, since it shows clearly that our 
Army and Navy off&cers realize it will take a consider- 
able length of time at the best to bring back from 
France our millions of men. This paragraph stated 
that a plan had already been worked out giving the 
American forces abroad every educational advantage 
possible in the interval that must elapse from the time 
peace is declared until it is safe or possible to bring 
the’ last American soldier back from France. Not only 
have courses of education been prepared, but the money 
is to be provided for this education, and arrangements 
even have been made for men seeking a college educa- 
tion to be entered in the leading universities and col- 
leges of Great Britain and Yrance, while trades will be 
taught in the divisional schools already established. For 
the present all demobilization talk is dangerous; but the 
people of the United States may rest assured that the 
officers of the U.S. Army and Navy whe trained their 
sons to be soldiers and sailors, guarded their health and 
moral well-being while in camp at home and in the field 
abroad, can be depended upon to bring them back safe 
and sound and all the better men for having undergone 
Army and Navy care, influence and training.

ARMY SUPPLIES AND EQUIPMENT. 

Brig. Gen. R. E. Wood, Acting Quartermaster Gen- 
eral and Director of Purchase and Storage, announces 
that the orders that have been placed with the British 
government for the manufacture of uniforms for the 
A.E.F. consist of one for 1,800,000 pairs of trousers and 
another for 1,440,000 uniform coats. These orders were 
placed with contractors at Bradford, England, and not 


-in Glasgow. There has also been placed with the Brit- 


ish government an order for 1,000,000 yards of cloth for 
the manufacture of officers’ uniforms. Statements that 
contracts for the American forces overseas have re- 
sulted in curtailing manufacture of cloth for civilian us¢ 
are incorrect. The policy of the. British government 
has been, for some time past, that. because of the large 
quantities of wool required in- filling orders for ‘their 
own forces and those of the allied countries; the output 
of cloth and underwear for the civilian population-would 
be under governmental control. 

Orders for 4,850,811 tons of. coal and coke have been 
placed by the Raw Materials Division for use in Army 
eamps, posts, forts, proving grounds and * hospitals 
throughout the United States for the fiscal year of 1919. 
This tonnage consists of 3,691,650 tons of bituminous 
coal, 642,728 tons of anthracite and 16,288 tons of coke. 
The winter supply of coal at the various camps is rap- 
idly accumulating and considerably more coal is on hand 
now than at the same time last year. On July 1, 1918, 
the reserve was 190,000 tons. By Oct. 12, 1918, it had 
been raised to 530,308 tons. The fuel supply at posts 
most distant from coal fields is receiving particular 
attention. 

The expenditure of $34,400,831.65 by the Subsistence 
Division for the purchase of meats for the Army has just 
been authorized. These purchases cover frozen beef, 
smoked and tinned meats, and are divided among pack- 
ers throughout the United States. This is one of the 
largest expenditures for meat ever made by the United 
States Government. - 

The Subsistence Division is packing 5,000,000 trench 
rations for American fighters in France. These rations 
are packed in air-tight containers and then crated in 
heavy wood boxes. In each of these contairers is suffi- 
cient food for twenty-four men for one day. This ration 
is made to protect the soldier from- hardships in the 
trenches or at sea. An illustration of the care with 
which the food products of this ration are packed is in 
the selection of the canned meats. The tinned meat situ- 
ation of the United States has been carefully studied by 
meat experts so that only the best products of the pack- 
ers will be used. In addition to meats, the ration con- 
tains cigarettes sufficient for a day’s smoke for twenty- 
four men, salmon, soluble coffee, salt, pepper and hard 
bread. Practically all of these are packed separately in 
air-tight containers made to resist a gas attack. 

Light in trenches and dugouts in France is fyrnished 
by candles. Since April, 1918, 175,000,000 candles have 
been purchased for the Army by the Subsistence Divi- 
sion. The candles purchased aggregate in weight 15,000 
tons and cost over $4,500,000. 

The Subsistence Division has just provided enough 
cigarettes for the Army for the remainder of the year. 
The orders placed aggregate 3,000,000,000 cigarettes. 
This quantity is large enough to supply approximately 
two cigarettes for every human being in the world. 

Authorization for the. purchase of 7,500,000 pounds of 
horse and mule shoes for overseas and domestic use has 
been given to the General Supplies Division. Complete 
deliveries on this qnantity, for which orders already 
have been placed, will-be made, it is expected, within 
sixty days. On Oct..1 base prices of horse: and mule 
shoes advanced fifty cents.per hundred pounds, but after 
a meeting of the Manufacturers’ Association, where facts 
with reference to this quantity had--been presented. to 
them, these orders were accepted on the basis of the old 
price, thereby effecting a saving of $37,500 for the 
Government on this one order. 

The failure of the French prune crop will not affect 
the. supply of the American Expeditionary Force in 
France. The Subsistence Division . depends upon the 
prunés grown in the“United States for its steady supply.

Expenses for October 
reported Nov. 3 amounted to $1,664,862,000, including 
$489,100,000 in loans to Allies. The total was only a 
little more than expenditures last July, and about 
$250,000,000 less than the estimates for October. The 
total war cost to date is now calculated at $20,561,- 
000,000, of which $7,017,000,000 has been loaned to the 
Allies. Only a little more than one-fourth of the expense 
has been raised from taxation and. slightly Jess than 
three-fourths from Liberty Loans and War Savings.

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GENERAL MARCH’S WEEKLY INTERVIEW. 
Review of Military Situation. 

In his weekly interview with the Washington corre- 
spondents on Nov. 2 Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of 
Staff, said: 

“Since last Saturday the complete débicle of the 
outlying allies of Germany has been going on to a 
finish. The separation of Turkey from direct communi- 
cation with Germany, as I pointed out at the time of 
the Bulgarian collapse, has necessitated her complete 
surrender. The situation is rapidly concentrating the 
enemy’s resistance in one nation—Germany. During the 
week the general progress along the western front has 
been slight, as compared with what they had been doing 
before. The greatest advance has been in the Italian 


region. 

“More in. detail, during the first part of the week 
there was little change in the situation on the western 
front. The enemy continued to retire slightly from the 
salient north of Laon and in the Champagne under pres- 
sure from the French. ‘Thursday and Friday the allied 
forces in Flanders, including Americans, p forward 
several miles on a twelve-mile between the Lys 
and the Scheldt te positions on the Scheldt south of 
Ghent. The British attacked. again south of Valen- 
ciennes on. Friday, crossing the Rhonelle, and gained 
ground. A drive on both sides of the Argonne, by the 
French on the west side and the American Ist Army on 
the east, began yesterday, and is making good progress. 
This ‘advance has de ed a pocket in the enemy’s 
line in the Argonne which threatens to make him fall 
back. The enemy opposite the Americans resisted stub- 
bornly, throwing in all available divisions. Thirty-six 
hundred prisoners are reported captured. 

“On the Italian front the local attacks which we men- 
tioned last week on the Asiago plateau, on the Grappa 
sector and on the Piave river gave place to a well- 
organized drive. ‘The Austrian armies between the 
French and the Adriatic coast have been routed. On 
Sunday morning British and Italian troops crossed the 
Piave at Grave di Papadapol in spite of strong enemy 
resistance, advarting two miles across the plains on a 
front of five miles. A crossing was also effected by the 
Italian ferces twenty miles .up stream from the other, 
near where the Piave comes out frem among the foot- 
hills of the Alps. On Monday both bridgeheads were 
extended, and the enemy was forced back from the river 
in both sectors, on either side of the Montello hills. On 
the Venetian plains the Allies broke through the Aus- 
trian lines on a two-mile front and reached St. Lucia 
and Vezzola, five miles beyond the Piave. The general 
strategic idea of the Allied advance has been to eut the 
line of the withdrawal, which has been successfully ac- 
complished, resulting in forcing the enemy in the Asiago- 
Piave sector, if he withdraws at all, to go back through 
the Trentino. The entire line on the Venetian plain on 
a -thirty-five-mile front has advanced from two to seven

Influenza Cases on Transports. 

“The American forces embarked, as has been an- 
nounced by the President and the Secretary of War, 
have crossed the 2,000,000 mark, and that progress is 
steadily going on. It is a matter of gratification to the 
War Department that the transports which landed at 
the regular time after the beginning of the influenza epi- 
demic here and had on board a large number of men who 
had developed the disease on the voyage, are now arriv- 
ing in Franee under the system of protection inaugurated 
so that qsualties on board are practically nothing. We 
have reports of 25,000 troops landing with seventy- 
three cases of influenza among them. In addition to ex- 
tending the hospital space on the ships, I have eut down 
the crowded conditions, so that eighty per cent. of the 
actual berth space only is used, and the men are wear- 
ing masks across. Under the system inaugurated the 
casualties on board ship are Jess than the casualties at 
home, where we have all the protection possible.”

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FRENCH MILITARY NOTES. 


From Our Freach Correspondent. 





That offensive 4 outrance is in war the wisest and 
most economical policy is the outstanding lesson of the 
recent unprecedented Allied achievements on the west- 
ern front. So long as they were content with passively 
awaiting enemy blows and with substituting fer action 
empty verbiage on the superiority of the defensive and 
on the gradual exhaustion of the aggressive Boche, the 
Allies could, of course, make no headway and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, they were irremediably engaged en the road 
to ultimate disaster, had they persisted in their disre- 
gard of the essential principles of war and of the teach- 
ings of history which shows that passive defense and de- 
feat have always been in practice synonymous terms. 
And hardly have they replaced their former spasmedic 
efforts disconnected partial attacks by a resolute 
well concerted offensive on a large scale under that valu- 
able unity in the command that has always been at all 
times necessary to insure co-ordination of efforts and 
quick execution of plans that the formidable and re- 
puted invincible front of the enemy is seen to flinch and 
crumble on all sides, and sure signs of victory, of com- 
plete victory, are looming on the horizon. No doubt the 
entry into line of a huge and efficient American Army 
is a “fait neuveau,” which goes also toward explaining 
the sudden change in the situation in bringing home te 
the horrified Boche the determining value of the under- 
estimated American factor, but nevertheless the greatest 
miracle has been that accomplished by the sole virtue of 
determined, persevering offensive led by clear-eyed, 
strong-willed chiefs, and dashingly exeCuted by gallant 
soldiers, thoro trained in the ever more complex 
game of modern warfare. In several noted. instances 
bold offensive by inferior Allied forces proved the means 
of redeeming an apparently despaired situation, in con- 
firmation of the truth of the old Latin saying: “When 
matters look hopeless your wisest pelicy will be to 
boldly attack and risk your all in all” The American 
general who, in the last battle of the Marne, refused to 
comply with a general order of retreat and instead led 
his troops to the attack, checking the German advance 
and rapidly turning it into a rout, displayed not only 
courage and national pride, but also a clear insight of 
the laws of war and an accurate judgment of the re- 
quirements of the local situation. General Mangin, of 
the French army, shoWed similar mettle at Montdidier 
when, threatened by an enveloping attack of the von 
Hutier group of armies, he suddenly dashed at the ap- 
parently victorious foe, surprised him in the midst of 
his preparations for attack, captured his advanced lines 
and thus nipped in the bud the contemplated Boche 
offensive, this clever blow probably saving Amiens and 
Compiégne. Again, it is worth recalling here that the 
Duke of Aosta saved his army from. the consequences 
of the Carso disaster by boldly attacking when he re- 
ceived the order to join in the general retreat of the 
Italian armies. 

Four years of war have taught the French public the 
value of offensive, and the most popular generals are 
Mangin and others known as “généraux d’attaque,” and 
the common praise bestowed on the Americans is “ils ne 
demandent gu’ A ma nol It is unanimously realized 
continuous offensive alone can save France, the same 
as it did at the time of the Revolution; and initiative 
and bold assumption of responsibilities are felt to be 
the qualities most required in the commanders of the 
Allied forces, and these tendencies, it is gratifying to 
note, are being warmly approved by Marshal Foch, who, 
when Director of the Ecole Superieure de Guerre, had 
for constant object to ineulcate the offensive spirit and 
the love of initiative to the officers in his charge. His 
instructions to army commanders distinctly state: 
“Quand vient I’heure des responsabilités des décisions 
a prendre, c’est Vinitiative partout qu'il faut s’asstres, 
est Yoffensive qu'il faut déchaimer en tous points. 
. « » 0 est des ci ances ou un général ne 
doit s’inspirer que de sa conscience et savoir agir sous 
son propre responsabilité mé@me & I’encontre des ordres 
recus.” (There are circumstances in which a general 
must be guided entirely by his own judgment and con- 
science and even contrary to the orders he has re- 
ceived.) This is the best ible attitude for a com- 
mander-in-chief of the Allied armies, as circumstances of 
the sort described are bound to arise daily owing to 
the immensity of the front, to the many novel factors 
that may come at any moment to modify a given situa 
tion, and to the consequent impossibility for a chief to 
personally supervise the movements of his armies and to 
foresee every eventuality.

And Foch’s tactics have been just as successful as 
his strategy. They are original and bear the mark ot 
his strong personality, being far more difficult to play 
than the game of Hindenburg and Liidendorff. The 
German doctrine consists in enforcing one’s will upon 
the enemy through a prearranged plan to be carried out 
at any cost, independently of what the enemy may do. 
This system requires foresight, organizing. power and 
stubbornness. Foch’s way requires all these qualities 
and besides exceptional sangfroid, fortitude and coup 
dil, for it consists in adapting one’s plan to the 
changing circumstances, in quick improvisation and in 
the indomitable will of having the last word whatever 
happens. It is this admirable method and strength of 
mind which permitted Foch to redeem a dangerously 
compromised situation on the Marne (1914) and to turn 
into victory the plight of the Anglo-French armies be- 
fore Amiens a few weeks since.

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ENEMY ESTIMATE OF OUR TROOPS. 


Through the capture by the American troops fighting 
on the British front of a confidential report signed by 
the chief intelligence officer of the 19th German army 
we learn of what a trained German officer thinks of our 
forces abroad. In common with everything in printed 
form emanating from Germany, it shows an utter in- 
ability to understand American psychology, the open- 
ing paragraph indicating this very clea*ly, since the 
German intelligence officer cannot distinguish between 
fearless courage and fear of being taken prisoner. Bx- 
cerpts from the captured document read: 

“The American soldier obviously is very much afraid 
of being faken prisoner. He defends himself violently 
to the last against this danger and does not surrender. 
This seems to be the result of propaganda picturing 
cruel treatment if he falls inte German hands. The 
American is expert in handling machine guns, is firm 
on the defensive and develops a strong power of resist- 
ance from his very numerous machine guns. The bear- 
ing of the Infantry indicates slight military training. 

“The Artillery was at its best as long as it remained 
at its orignal positions during preparation for an at- 
tack. The methods of fire were good. It was very quick 
in getting on opportune targets, this apparently being 
due to the lavish employment of technical devices. With- 
in a minimum period the Americans were able to fur- 
nish a well-directed fire. - < 

“Liaison between the Infantry and Artillery was per- 
fect. When infantry ran into machine gun nests it 
immediately fell back and a new artillery preparation 
from. accompanying batteries followed very promptly. 
A large number of tanks were assembled for attack (at 
St. Mihiel), but only a small number came at us, as 
large Infantry masses already had achieved the desired

The document prefaces a discussion of the St. Mihiel 
attack by admitting that the number of Americans in 
reserve on that occasion was unknown. It then takes up 
the divisions which carried out the assault. It says 
the ist. 2d and 42d are tried attack divisions: the 4th 
and 26th. are fighting divisions which already proved 
their qualities in battles on other parts of the front. 
The 5th, 89th and 19th are described as divisions never 
identified in battle, but with some good experience in 
the line, and the 34th as in reserve. The document then 
discusses the details of the operations, admitting that 
when the Americans reached Thiaucourt the entire St. 
Mihiel salient was rendered untenable and therefore its 
evacuation was ordered and the retreat carried out ac- 
cording to plan.

AMERICAN TROOPS IN FRANCE. 


The following are extracts from two letters written 
by American officers in France, and published Sept. 16, 
1918, in Bulletin 116, by Major Gen. W. A. Holbrook, 
U.S.A., before he relinquished command of the Southern 
Department to assume command of the 9th Division. 
General Holbrook recommended that these extracts be 
read to the members of organizations of the Southern 
Department or pdsted on bulletin boards. 

“The big show at Chateau-Thierry has been on all 
this past week, and we are all on tiptoe watching the 
changes on the map as fast as the bulletins come in. 
Most of us come from some division, and whenever one 
of us sees that his division is in the fight he goes off 
damning his luck because he’s not with his outfit. Oh, 
you don’t know what_a difference it has made in the 
morale of every one! I think they were all disappointed 
at our slowness in getting over, at the appearance and 
training and equipment of our men. But now that we 
have so many here and so many more coming, and they 
have either seen or been told how wonderfully our men 
fight, why they are just beside themselves with joy. The 
whole attitude of the officers of our Allies has changed 
toward us. We are now the thing. No more sugges- 
tions that we are newcomers and green at the game. 
No condescension. ‘They listen and defer to our opin- 
fon, they adopt our views—the people, the papers— 
both British and French, they now love us and believe 
in us, and we are all in perfect accord and sympathy. 
We are the new oracle, the inspiration of the moment, 
the big brother, the unbeatable, the grand, the ‘magnifi- 
cent’—for we have put our men in, lots of them, raw 
and untried, but big, strong, enthusiastic, and resource- 
ful young America—full of confidence in himself and 
his country, with faith that right is on his side, with 
faith in his neighbor by his side, full of force and pride— 
he went in with his teeth set, and a determination not 
merely to stop the Boche, but to lick him, to beat him 
at his own game or to die in the attempt. And he did it. 

“T have talked. to lots of them, temporarily disabled, 
but you can see the future in their eyes. It is the same 
story from all of them: ‘Never you mind me. They 
fixed me, but it’s all right. We can lick him, man for 
man. We've got his goat, he won’t face our men. He’s 
licked and he knows it.’ ‘ 

“There is no discipline over here that compares with 
ours. Our men have absorbed it. They are self-disci- 
lined. ‘They are cleaner than anyone else, they salute 

, they work harder at learning the various ways 
of fighting. : 

“We came back from French headquarters thrilled by 
the stories we had heard of what the Am did in 
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the last offensive. It is still quite unbelievable to me. 
‘The Americans saved Paris. It was the American divi- 
sions who stood against Germany’s best. The American 
divisions are the best on either side of the line, the best 
in the world.’ Such stuff said by French officers is 
astounding. Soldiers who have seen say there is no 
army like ours, no such fanatical fighting men any- 
where—that an almost religious passion is all through 
our troops and that the Boche has had his morale badly 
shaken. 

“There ‘can be no doubt that a surprising rise in 
French morale has resulted from the communiqués of 
coy 4 and July 14. ‘Now we cannot lose’ is their 
talk.”

FROM THE 27TH DIVISION, U.S.A., IN FRANCE. 

A member of thé 27th Division, U.S.A., which is com- 
posed mostly of the old New York National Guard, and 
which has been fighting with the British army in France, 
in writing from the battle front under date of Oct. 4 
says: 

“If the folks at home could see the battlefield the 27th 
Division, U.S.A., recently’ went over, as a part of the 
4th British Army under Gen. Sir H. S. Rawlinson, they 
would stand aghast at the great number of dead Ger- 
mans everywhere. I can assure you they are being most 
beautifully sent off the earth to a place where they can 
engage in no further crimes against humanity. ‘They 
are being paid in full. Some of the German dead are 
mere boys, sixteen or seventeen years of age, which 
plainly shows the man power of the Germans has gone, 
and that their army is done for. 

“Our headquarters at present are in a former German 
headquarters that was held by them since 1914, and it 
cost some fighting to get them. The Australian and 
other British troops have the greatest admiration for 
the 27th Division, and we certainly have the same for 
them, and the praise they have bestowed upon us will 
make important history. 

“We have been in the battle line in the great Cam- 
brai drive since Sept. 20, steadily moving forward, fight- 
ing the Huns and battering them to pieces. We have 
lived in cellars, houses without roofs, huts, dugouts 
with numerous rats for company, and we have dined in 
shell holes with heaps of dead Germans all about us. 
Some life, with no absence of variety. 

“Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding the 27th 
Division, is one of the coolest men under intense fire of 
all kinds you could ever imagine. When a German 
shell struck the ground within ten feet of him recently 
and killed feur dispatch riders and wounded Major King 
the general calmly lit another cigarette and never 
budged. He has proved a most level-headed and efficient 
commander. 

“Major James- L. Kincaid, former judge advocate of 
the division staff, who was glad to be reduced to major 
in order to remain on the battle line to fight the Hun, 
has certainly delivered the goods. He volunteered to 
take a battalion of the 106th Infantry over the top and 
was one of the few offiters to come out of the battle un- 
harmed. The major has made a great reputation. 

“With the 4th British Army we pushed through the 
formidable Hindenburg line which the Germans imag- 
ined could never be broken. Well we helped. break it, 
all right, and how well we accomplished our part is 
shown in an official letter of praise to General O’Ryan 
from Lieut. Col. H. Murray, commanding the 4th Aus- 
tralian Machine Gun Battalion. This letter also ex- 
plains some features of the battle not generally known 
in the States, and which will prove interesting. I also 
enclose an order issued by General O’Ryan praising the 
27th Division, which speaks for itself. 

“Well, when the 27th Division hit the Hindenburg 
line the Australians went through us, and then their 
cavalry went through them. The 27th acted as shock 
troops. They cannot be commended too highly for the 
magnificent work they did. 

“We have quite a casualty list, but mostly wounded. 
Capt. George E. Bryant of the old 23d and so many 
years on the State Rifle Team, was killed, together with 
several other officers. In many cases all officers were 
put out of action and also non-commissioned officers, 
and in-one case a bugler was in command of a company. 
The place was alive with machine gun nests, but the 
boys went on, in numerous cases too far, and in other 
cases where men lost their commands they joined the 
Australian, and for a couple of days we did not know 
where they were. 

“One -battalion of the 107th Infantry advanced so 
far that they had the Germans between them and our 
lines, but held out. We sent airplanes with food and 
ammunition and the Australians came up and relieved 
them. The following is the letter from the Australian 
commander.commending the 27th Division: 


France, Sept. 30, 1918. 

To the Commanding Gener&l, 27th Division: In making a 
personal reconnaissance of the battle field east and northeast 
of Duncan Post on the morning of Sept. 30, it was evident 
from the outset the troops of the 27th Division had met with 
very heavy opposition and machine gun fire which was in- 
filading them. There were a very large number of dead, all of 
which were lying with their faces toward the front, obviously 
being killed as they were advancing. Not in any one case was 
there a man moving backwards when killed. Owing to the 
nature of the country, the Germans were able to get enfilading 
machine gun fire which proved very disastrous. Although the 
27th Division may not have taken their objectives in all parts, 
it is very evident that by their gallant fighting on the left 
flank they enabled the 30th Division, on their right, to do 
what they had set out to do, viz., to break the Hindenburg 
line. With the gallant fighting of the men of the 27th Division, 
against great odds, it would have been impossible for the 
80th Division to advance, 

I am convinced that the officers and men of the 27th Divis- 
ion have done all that was humanly possible for brave men to 
do, and their gallantry in this action must stand out through 
all time in American history. H. MURRAY,

ARMY REFORMS AND REFORMERS. 

Major Gen. W. H. Carter, U.S.A., who is one of the 
best kn avn officers in the Army, and who was a member 
of the General Staff until his retirement in 1915, writes 
of “Army Reformers” in the North American Review for 
October. He declares that “the debt which the nation 
owes .to the little and ever changing group of far-seeing 
men who have struggled during the past half century to 
keep alive a knowledge of progress in military matters 
will never be paid because most of them have passed 
from active participation in governmental affairs and 
have crossed the Great Divide. Without the dogged de- 
termination of a few who, refusing discouragement, kept 
alight the fires of reform and progress the nation would 
have entered the present world war in a far sadder 
plight than it actually did, even though we did not feel 
very proud of our initial efforts. Continuing, he says: 
“In my studies of military history I have often been 
impressed with the number of proposed reforms that 
took fifty years to bring about. Among the notable things 
may be mentioned smokeless powder, the formula for 
which was purchased by our Government from the in- 
ventor in Germany in 1846. After being tested by the 
Ordnance Department and its efficiency established, it 
was recommended by that Department that the new 
powder be not adopted for reasons which would now 
geem uncanny. It is remarkable that any of the serious 
minded reformers should have maintained enthusiasm 
and hopefuluess under the discouragements of our anti- 
quated system. The remark was often heard that noth- 
ing but a sound whipping and serious disaster could 
possibly arouse public opinion sufficiently to make itself 
felt in the creation of a correct military policy. It has 
been a matter of serious regret to me that seme of those 
who long ago clearly comprehended the defects of our 
military system were not among the living to witness 
the final accomplishment of many of the reforms they 
urged in vain. Few, if any of their plans have been 
adopted as a whole, but the seed they had sewn bore 
fruit in the establishment of the detail system, post- 
graduate schools and finally a General Staff Corps.” 
General Carter criticises severely various organizations 
which in 1916, while the National Defense Act was in 
course of preparation, sought to influence legislation so 
that they might obtain rank and other considerations 
with little or no regard to the real object of the legisla- 
tion, which was the creation of a fighting machine. 

Concluding, he says: “When victory has come to our 
arms in decisive and unquestionable terms, necessity 
will again arise for reorganizing the military establish- 
ment. The nation’s interests will then be best sub- 
served if we can break away from all : pre-conceived 
ideas of hearings and compromises before the military 
committees of the House and Senate and have a joint 
committee to hear the representatives of the General 
Staff expound plans prepared under instructions from 
the President. When the recommendations of a com- 


mittee of the General Staff have been examined and 
approved by the President it should be made impossible 
for anyone in the military Service to be heard in person 
before the committees of Congress. Public opinion 
should support members of Congress threatened by asso- 
eiations of any kind, for the latter represent self- 
ishness. By this course the nation may come to 


military policy wlrich will enable it to maintain a mini- 
mum establishment in peace and a maximum efficiency 
in war and the need for reformers will have passed.” 
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NEW ARMY HOSPITAL FACILITIES. 

Hospital facilities to care for 19,200 men have been 
procured by the Hospital Division of the Medical Corps 
during the past month, according to a statement issued 
from the Office of the Surgeon General on Oct. 29. This 
brings the hospital facilities, outside of camps and can- 
tonments, up to 50,000, or about one-third of the esti- 
mated need of the Army for the coming eighteen months. 
The new hospitals were secured at a lo,er average cost 
per bed than had previously been obtained. This is the 
result of several gifts of splendid gréups of buildings by 
patriotic conimunities and individuals. Under the new 
policy of the Medical Department efforts are made to 
secure existing buildings for hospitals,- thereby increas- 
ing more rapidly the desired facilities and at the same 
time avoiding the erection of new buildings at a time 
when labor and materials are very scarce.’ To make the 
new buildings ready for Army hospital purposes altera- 





tions costing approximately $995,000 will have to be . 


made. ‘These will be undertaken at once, so that prac- 
tically all the new buildings will be ready for occu- 
pancy by the first of the year. 

The largest hospital secured during the past four 
weeks was in St. Louis, Mo., the St. Louis Sanitarium, 
which was tendered to the Government. This is one of 
the finest buildings of its class in the country and will 
provide facilities for the caring for 3,000 patients. In 
point of size and equipment the Ohio State Hospital for 
the Criminal Insane is the next largest secured. It is 
located at Lima and is regarded as among the finest 
types of state hospitals in America. There are facilities 
for 2,500 patients. The use of the buildings is a gift 
from the state of Ohio. 

Three other hospitals, each of 1,000 or more beds were 
secured in Ohio, in Cleveland, Columbus and Cincinnati. 
The Cleveland Hospital was built as a model factory and 
its ewners, Richmond Brothers, turned it! over as their 
contribution to the war. Adjacent are the several build- 
ings of the Deutscher Turnverein, turned over as a con- 
tribution of the society to the Government. Accommoda- 
tions for 1,000 beds are provided by these gifts. At Colum- 
bus the buildings of the State School for the Deaf are a 
eontribution of the state. Beds for 1,500 soldiers are 
provided by this gift. Through the Board of Education, 
the East End High School at Hyde Park, Cincinnati, 
was secured. Here alterations costing about $100,000 
will have to be made to convert the classrooms into 
wards. About 2,000 men will be treated at this hospital. 

Ther completely appointed hospital built by Henry 
Ford for his employees at Detroit, which has a capacity 
of 2,000 beds, has been turned over by him, rent free, 
for sg long as it shall be needed. This hospital is re- 
garded as among the most complete in the country. The 
nine buildings located in Exposition Park at Rochester, 
N.Y., used for exposition purposes, were accepted ‘rent 
free for hospital purposes. It will be necessary to spend 
$175,000 to make necessary alterations. Tke Norfolk, 
Mass., State Hospital, reeently built for the cure of drug 
addicts, and which has accommodations for 700 beds, 
was turned over rent free by the state of Massachusetts. 
The large armory in Boston has been rented for hospital 
purposes, and after alterations, which will cost about 
$60,000, will be ready to accommodate 1,200 patients. 
The Westchester, New York, Alms House has been se- 
cured as a general hospital, and after extensive altera- 
tions will accommodate 2,000 patients. The West Baden 
Hotel at West Baden, Ind., has been rented for hospital 
purposes, and after alterations will have a capacity of 
1,200 beds. 
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TRIBUTE TO GEN. J. R. LINCOLN. 


To THE EprTorR oF THE ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Possibly the conclusion of the Acting Secretary of War 
in the matter of Brig. Gen. James Rush Lincoln, of 
Iowa, that the bill for his appointment on the retired 
list, is “objectionable,” is warranted from a strictly 
technical viewpoint. I cannot let the occasion pass, 
however, without paying a well-deserved tribute to Gen- 
eral Lincoln for the life’s work he has performed in the 
interest of thousands of young Americans. He has de- 
veloped, I believe, more young officers for our armies 
than any other living American, with the possible ex- 
ception of Brevet Brig. Gen. Daniel Appleton, of New 
York. Thousands of young men during the past forty- 
five years have looked to these splendid patriot soldiers 
for guidamce and instruction and have always received 
only such standards as would make for the highest type 
of citizen and soldier. The influence of these men radi- 
ates wherever an American uniform is worn to-day. It 
is quiet and unobtrusive, like the men themselves, but 
nevertheless deep and permanent. " 

I doubt whether we will see their counterparts again, 
for vast changes are in sight; but if there are any two 
Amerieans who have made equal sacrifices during the 
past nearly half century to “keep the home fires burn- 
ing,” I don't know them. I have no doubt that, in the 
days to come, their work will be adequately recognized 
by their grateful countrymen, and no precedents, con- 
ventions or policies will be broken, either.

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WOMEN IN WAR WORK. 


“Women throughout the United States are standing 
behind the Army and Navy and are thinking only of 
victory, a supreme military victory, no matter what the 
cost,” writes Mrs. Henry P. Davison, of the War Work 
Council, Y.W.C.A. “I have just been touring the prin- 
ripal cities of the United States—Atlanta, New Orleans, 
Dallas, San Francisco, Los Angeles, Portland, Seattle, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis, Omaha, St. Louis, Indianapolis. 

“In each city I addressed representatives of women’s 
organizations and of the seven organizations that will 
unite in a drive for war work funds the week of Nov. 
1i—the Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., National Cathdlic War 
Council and Knights of Columbus, Jewish Welfare 
Board, American Library Association, War Camp Com- 
munity Service and Salvation Army. My aim was to 
rally the women of the country so that they will identify 
themselves with. the drive when the time comes, and 
everywhere I found the closest co-operation. 

“Women have been doing a great deal to provide com- 
forts for their sons and busbands and for all men in 





service. They are doing more. For women have a call 
to the colors just as men have, and they are gradually 
awakening to their responsibilities in taking the places 
made vacant in industry. When each of you men go 
into battle a woman is called into service, too. These 
women go into munitions factories to quietly and cheer- 
fully risk their lives, that you may have the implements 
of warfare. Their responsibility is great. If they make 
or pass a defective shell it means destruction to their 
own men instead of to the enemy. These women need 
recreation, something to rest their minds and bodies dur- 
ing their leisure hours just as you do when you are in 
the trenches or on destroyers. Soldiers and sailors who 


have trained in this country know the work of the 
Y¥.W.C.A. hostess houses, one of the most delightful 
pieces of war work done by women. 

“The work of providing for the recreation and the 
housing of the Women’s industrial army is far more im- 
portant than hostess work. It is essential to the win- 


ning of the wer. As chairman of the Woman’s Com- 
mittee for the United War Work Campaign, I want to 
bring the necessity of this work before all women and 
to men in service that you may know that you have 
sisters-in-arms as well as brothers-in-arms. American 
women of all classes and all faiths may be counted upon 
to stand united, shoulder to shoulder, to do their part 
in winning the war just as you men in the Army and 
Navy are doing.” ™

In one of your recent issues “One of Them” urged 
some mark of service for the potential “heroes” over 
here.

Many of the 
stay-at-home officers never had a chance to make good 
with an overseas unit. Among them are a majority of 


the second training camp, also there are groups aver- 
aging about 200 from each of the first camps, who were 
attached temporarily to the National Guard; upon whose 
consolidation they were returned to the then National 
Army, too late to get assignments in the divisions. Add 
to these men who made good at the earlier camps and 
were detailed as instructors at succeeding camps, or as 
commanding officers of college industrial units. Existing 
orders permitted none of these to attempt to transfer 
to other units. 

Very little figuring is needed to show that the depot 
brigades have turned out a large majority of our over- 
seas forces, and until the replacement camps were fully 
organized, these organizations developed men from ciy- 
ilian status direct to the firing line, with great effi- 
ciency and under most adverse conditions. T’'wo or three 
examples herein stated are no exceptions; and at one 
time were merely the usual thing. 

Captain X commanded a battalion of four companies 
with no other officers and but four corporals and no 
clerks. Lieutenant Y was_company commander, mess 
and supply sergeant to four different contingents, over 
a period of four months. Major F during July and Au- 
gust commanded a battalion of 3,500 men, having but 
one officer to every 500 men. To receive, equip and 
transfer contingents such as these, sans non-coms. and 
clerks, usually meant several twenty-four hour days. 

It only seems fair that every effort shquid be made to 
give these builders of the Army a chance to get into the 
house they have built, and in the meanwhile allow them 
to wear some device to show that they were of the war 
if not in it. 

“ANOTHER ONE.” 
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ARMY POST OF EL PASO, TEXAS. 
Headquarters El Paso District. 

From 1859 to 1863 El Paso was known as Franklin, 
and the troops were camped about the Pence ranch 
house, the present site of the Mills Building and in 
that vicinity. The burial ground for soldiers was west 
of Qregon street, near where the public library now 
stands. 

From 1854 to 1862 James Magoffin, the father of 
Judge Joseph Magoffin, whose present residence is at 
the old Magoffin homestead on Magoffin avenue, be- 


_tween Noble and Octavie, ‘built quite an establishment 


of ‘adobe buildings at-a point which is now in Bassett’s 
Addition, between Willow and Walnut streets on the 
east and west and Oklahoma and San Antonio on the 
north and ‘south. “These buildings he rented to the Govy- 
ernment, which named the post Fort Bliss, which was 
the first real post established in El Paso. ‘This location 
was encroached upon by the river to such an extent 
that some of thé buildings were washed away and the 
troops were then quartered at various places in the 
town, including the Overland corral located at the corner 
of Overland and El Paso streets and at Hunt’s mill at 
the end of the viaduct over the railroads in the western 
part of the city. 

From 1869 to 1877 the Government rented the build- 
ings at Concordia from the Stevenson heirs and Fort 
Bliss was established there. In 1877 there were no 
troops in that country except at San Elizario during 
the Salt War Revolution. From 1878 to 1881 troops 
occupied quarters in El] Paso, among others the Over- 
land building at Overland and Bl Paso streets and the 
Tivoli building on San Francisco street. 

In 1881 there were quite extensive buildings erected 
by the Government just north of Hart’s mill on the road 
to the smelter.. This remained Fort Bliss until it was 
removed to the present site on the Mesa in 1893.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports Nov, 1-7.) 
AUSTRIA BEATEN IN ITALY SURRENDERS. 

The Austrian armies in Italy, prostrated by the con- 
tinuation of the great Italian offensive of Oct, 24, routed 
in the midlands of Venetia, losing some 800,000 pris- 
oners, sustained this week a military disaster of the 
first magnitude and were forced to enter an armistice on 
the most radically exacting terms that have yet been 
imposed on any belligerent in the present struggle. The 
armistice was signed on Nov. 3. It came too late to 
save the losers from the physical fact of military over- 


throw. The forces under General Diaz, in a mastering 
sweep castward along the southern foot of the eastern 
Alps, had traversed Venetia almost to its border. They 
had pounded all semblance of resistance out of the flee- 
ing masses before them, had trapped the southern wing 
of the Austrian force between the Italian line and the 
sea, and had likewise caught the forces to the north 
with their backs against the high mountains which yir- 
tually cut off retreat. In the Austro-Hungarian in- 


terior, coinciding with the military collapse there arose 


a reign of disorder amounting to the beginnings of 
politica! disruption; a condition which alone, without 
the military disaster, would have made it impossible for 
the empire to continue at war. 

The withdrawal of Austrians from the western front 
where they had performed auxiliary and secondary ser- 
vices will constitute a blow to German defense of that 
front. The withdrawal and demobilization of Austria 


left Italy with the better part of a million disengaged 
troops to throw against the Germans. The possession 
of Austrian railways and of the Danube river naviga- 
tion provided a route whereby the troops of Italy, join- 
ing forces with d’Esperey’s men from Serbia and with 
Austrian contingents of amti-Teuton sympathies, might 
ere many months move up the Danube into south Gér- 
many. 
Piave Offensive Reaches Its Fruition. 

The final operation leading to the military collapse 
of the Austrian enemy amounted simply to a prolonga- 
tion of the lines of advance already in course. No new 
stroke was needed to precipitate the conclusion. The 
decision had indeed already been reached with the deep 
cleavage effected in the enemy’s front east of the middle 
Piave river during the preceding week; but its full sig- 
nificance bad yet to become apparent. We pointed out 
in the preceding issue the menace that the Italian east- 
ward advance offered to the flank of the enemy holding 
the lower Piaye. It became evident subsequently that 
the menace to the Austrians in the mountain positions 
on the north face of the offensive was even greater. A 
movement to the rear through the mountain territory to 
the north turned out in many parts of the line to be 
beyond the enemy’s capacity. Great numbers of the 
Austrians forced upward into isolated valleys made no 
attempt to effect the. difficult movement, and gave them- 
selves up without. further ado. In the Trentino the 
enemy made but a poor defense of the passes to the east 
and west of the Adige river valley, and the Italian 
armies broke through to Trent, makhie huge captures 
of men and material, when they seized that important 
base. The eastward drive through the Venetian mid- 
land meanwhile was rushed by means of cavalry, cyclist 
troops and light infantry who forced the crossings of 
the Livenza and the Tagliamento rivers without giving 
the enemy time to organize an adequate defense, and 
reached Udine, the chief city of the eastern border, 
whence they could easily cut off the Austrian retreat as 
it passed to the south. A secondary operation carried 
an Italian force northeastward up the upper mouptain 
course of the Piave beyond Belluno, A landing party 
of Italians, capturing Trieste with little difficulty, came 
too late to exert any special effect upon the enemy’s 
situation, already rendered hopeless. 


Trentino Operations. 
The Austrians maintained their defense of the south- 


ern and western Trentino approaches up to Noy. 1. 
They were slowly driven back on the upper Brenta by 
the continued violent attacks of the Italian 6th Army 
on Oct. 31. The 4th Army to the east meanwhile 
worked its way up the Fonzaso valley.— East of the 
Brenta the defense broke up on Nov. 1, and the Italians 


the mountains. To the west, the 
the Asiago region captured Mts. 
Cimone and Lisser. The 4th Army reached the Sugana 
valley on Noy. 2. In an attack south of Trent the 
Italians carried Rovereto on the 2d, opening the direct 
way up the Adige to Trent itself, while the Ist Army 
captured Mt. Majo and the positions covering the city 
to the east and west fell in rapid succession, by the 7th 
Army on the west and the Ist, 4th and 6th Armies on 
the east. By a rapid dash the 29th Army Corps reached 
Trent itself, apparently on Nov. 3, seizing great num- 
bers of prisoners and cannon and capturing large stores. 


The Advance Eastward to Udine. 

On Oct. 31 it became evident that the Austrian forces 
opposing the Sth and 10th Armies in the region of the 
middle Piave had been routed. The pursuit was carried 
across the Livenza river on Noy. 1 without check. Cavy- 
alry forces, under the Count of Turin, swept eastward 
through the plains toward the Tagliamento. Occupying 
Pordenone and Spilimbergo on Nov. 2 the Italian ad- 
vance guard crossed the Tagliamento near the latter 
point after sharp actions. Nothing remained to hinder 
the further advance to Udine, which was occupied with- 
out difficulty. 

On the left of these armies, between them-and the 
forces moving into the Trentino, the 12th Army played 
a brilliant part, moving up the Piave river northeast- 
ward, seizing Belluno ard making large captures of 
enemy forces immuned in_the upper valley. 

Upon the signing of the armistice the official Italian 
estimate placed the captures previously effected at 300,000 

risoners and 5,000 pieces of artillery. Naturally in so 

rge a number it was impossible at the moment to state 
the separate captures made by the several armies on 
the different portions of the front. 
THE WESTERN FRONT. 

During the week Marshal Foch presented to a German 
delegation the terms of an,armistice, which they had 
gought and were expected to accept. The terms were not 
published at the time of presentation, but two factors in 
the enemy’s military situation made them difficult to re- 
fuse, whatever their nature might be. One of these fac- 
tors was the naval mutiny in Germany, coupled with the

° General Attack from Holland to Verdun, 


The general attack of the Allies on the western front 
assumed the most extensive proportions yet witnessed. 
During the entire week the French, American, British 
and Belgian armies maintained a continuous offensive 
over virtually the whole line from the border of Holland 
to the front north of Verdun. In every sector of this 
line of some 150 miles notable advances were made, The 
Belgians and French in the north closed in on Ghent. 
The British captured Valenciennes, and the greater part 
of the forest of Mormal to the south, preparing the way 
for a further advance down the Sambre river. The 
French captured Guise and cleared the territory thence 
southeast to Rethel on the upper Aisne. Wast of the 
Aisne Americans and French co-operated in reducing the 
northern remnant of the Argonne forest and in an ad- 
vance northward upon Sedan, Mezieres and Stenay, On 
the Meuse, the Americans extending their hold down the 
west bank effected a crossing near Stenay, and east of 
the river they gained to the north of Verdun. No preced- 
ing week of the present phase of the war has witnessed 
so general a retrogression of the enemy in the western 
area. 

Chief of the operations in point of importance was 
apparently that carried out by the Americans and 
French in that portion of the field lying northeast of 
Verdun and south of Sedan. It was aimed at the 
stretch of the Meuse extending through Sedan, which is 
paralleled by the important railway supply line passing 
from Luxemburg westward into French territory and 
lately feeding the enemy’s troops between the Meuse and 
Reims. The ground thus fed has been in large part 
given up by the Germans, owing partly to the growing 
insecurity of their rear communication. By passing 
northward the enemy troops in what remains of this 
area may expect to fall back on new communications 
based on Liége, in common with those of the enemy in 
Flanders. Between Sedan and Liége, however, there 
runs no other railroad line suitable for supplying an 
The hilly and wooded region of the Ardennes 


army. ‘ 
fills up the intervening space and offers no natural rail- 
road route. By attaining their objective at Sedan, 


therefore, the Americans and French have restricted the 
enemy virtually to the single line of supply via Liége. 
At the same time, by gaining the north bank of the 
Meuse near Sedan they may hope to open a way east- 
ward through Luxemburg, threatening the valley of the 
Moselle and the city of Coblentz at its confluence with 
the Rhine. The gain of such a position would bring the 
offensive in contact with the defenses of Metz on a new 
front, that north of the fortress, 

In view of these considerations the general offensive 
on the western front may perhaps be regarded with 
profit as constituting a holding attack from Holland to 
the Aisne, designed to fix and cceupy the enemy, while 
the Franco-American offensive carries. out the main ob- 
jects of the offensive on the Meuse. 


Gains in the North. 


Most northerly of the operations was that directed by 
the French and Belgian Flanders force against Ghent. 
On Oct. 31 the French, aided by an American contin- 
gent, attacked between the Lys and the Scheldt, captur- 
ing Deynze on the Lys, the outskirts of Audenarde on 
the Scheldt, and a line of interyening positions, with 
1,000 prisoners. To their right the British 2d Army 
drove the enemy back on the Scheldt further south with 
large captures. On the north or left wing the Belgians 
likewise advanced. By Nov. 2 the. enemy withdrew 
from his line northwest of Ghent, the Belgians advanc- 
ing nine miles, and from a great part of the area remain- 
ing in his hands between the Scheldt and the Lys. The 
British crossed to the right bank of the Scheldt at 
Pofter. 

Valenciennes Taken. 

Keeping up.a continuous pressure along the Scheldt 
north of Valenciennes, Haig renewed his operations fer 
the capture of that city from the south. On Noy, la 
new attack carried the British and Canadians into 
Preseau and Aulnoy, two miles south of the city, with 
the capture of over 2,000 prisoners. ‘The advance pro- 
ceeded on Nov. 2 with the capture of Marly, an outskirt 
of the town, and St. Saulye, to the northeast. The 
Canadian corps under General Currie meanwhile forced 
their way into Valenciennes, which the Germans had 
abandoned. In the following days the enemy was 
pressed in his retirement eastward. 

South of Valenciennes the British ist, 3d and 4th 
armies rapidly proceeded to reduce the positions between 
the city and the Sambre canal. On Nov. 4 they cap- 
tured Landrecies, south of the Mormal forest, and Ca- 
tillon, and crossed the canal at that point. The Mormal 
forest itself was entered from the west, while, Le Ques- 
noy north of the forest, was flanked.. The forest was 
traversed on Nov. 5 and a line reached well to the east 
of it. The advance continuing rapidly eastward ap- 
proached Mauberge via Bavay. 

French Advance Again between Oise and Aisne, 

The French south of the forces of Haig co-operated in 
his offensive of Nov. 8 by an attack north of Guise 
against the line of the Sambre-Oise canal on a seven- 
mile front. Engineers bridged the canal in the mist of 
the early morning and Debney’s infantry effected cross- 
ings at many points in the face of machine gun fire, The 
slopes east of the canal were stormed in the forenoon, 
and the French line advanced to the edge of the Nouvion 
forest. The Germans lost Guise and Marle shortly after- 
ward, with 4,000 prisoners and sixty guns. The enemy 
proceeded to a retirement covered by strong rearguards. 
The retreat was apparently nearing the breaking point, 
for on Noy. 6 and the morning of the 7th the French 
were able to pass rapidly through the Nouvion and 
Rynayal forests, a covert almost as ample as the Mor- 
mal forest to the north. They hastened eastward, clos- 
ing in on Hirson. 

Between Sissonne and the Aisne the French pushed 
forward gradually throughout the week in continuous 
fighting, driving the enemy from a number of small 
towns. On the Aisne they took Barzy, west of Rethel, 
where the German hold on the north bank of the river 
was reduced to little more than a grip on Rethel itself, 
On Nov. 5 they crossed the Aisne at points between 
Rethel and Attigny. Rethel itself fell into their hands 
later in the day, the last point of shelter the enemy held 
on the north bank of the Aisne river.

General Foch sent the following telegram to General 
Pershing on Noy. 5: “The operations begun on Novy, 1 
by the Ist American Army already. have assured, thanks 
to the valor of the high command and to the energy and 
bravery of the troops, results of the greatest importance. 
I am happy to send you my warmest congratulations on 
the success of these operations.” 

A dispatch from London, dated Oct. 31, announced 
that 6,000 American soldiers had arrived at a British 
port, and that during the trip only fifty cases of in- 
fluenza were rgported. There was but one death, 
doctors on the ship believe the successful combatting of 
the epidemic was due to the fact that every man was 
compelled to wear a cloth mask during the yoyage. There 
were several fatalities from the disease on the previous 
voyage of the same ship, *

Brig. Gen. William H. Wherry, U.S.A., retired, a 
gallant officer of the Civil, Indian and Spanish-American 
wars, died in Cincinnati, Ohio, Nov. 3, 1918. He was 
the holder of a Congressional Medal of Honor, awarded 
for gallantry in action at Wilson's Creek, Mo., Aug. 10, 
1861, for displaying conspicuous coolness-and heroism 
in rallying troops that were recoiling under heavy fire. 
At that tinf® he was a second lieutenant in the 3d U.S. 
R.C., Missouri Volunteers. General Wherry was born 
in St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 13, 1836, and studied law after 
having been graduated from the University of Missouri. 
He- was appointed a first lieutenant in the 3d Missouri 
Infantry May 8, 1861, and entered the Regular Army 
as a first lieutenant, 13th Infantry, Oct. 26, 1861. He 
was oppointed major and A.D.C. of Volunteers in May, 
1864, and served on the staff of Brig. Gen. Nathaniel 
Lyon. He received a number of brevets for gallant and 
meritorious service. These included brevet captain for 
gallant and meritorious services during the Atlanta cam- 

aign, the brevet of major for services in the battles of 
franklin and Nashville, Tenn., and licutepant colonel 
and colone! for gallant and meritorious services during 
¢he war. Among the battles and skirmishes etc., he was 
engaged in were those of Resaca and Dailas, Kennesaw 
Mountain, battle and siege of Atlanta, battles of Joncs- 
boro and Lovejoy Station, Franklin and Nashville and 
the captures of Fort Licnderson and Wilmington, N.C. 
He took part in the action near Kingston, and was pres- 
ent at the surrender of Gen. J. E. Johnston of the.

General Wherry became a captain in 
the Regular Army in 1864, and his subsequent promo- 
tions took him to the 4th, 18th and 24th Regiments of 
Infantry. General Wherry accompanied General Scho- 
fiel] to Europe in 1865 on a special mission regarding 
Freneh intervention in Mexico. He was designated also 
to accompany the King of Hawaii on his tour of this 
country in 1874. As lieutenant colonel of the 2d In- 
fantry he went with the regimént to Siboney, and was 
in the march to Santiago and the fighting that preceded 
the surresder of that city. He was appointed a briga- 
dier general on Oct. 4, 1898, and was retired at his 
own request after forty years’ service, Oct. 15, 1898. 
During the war with Spain he served as a major gen- 
eral of Volunteers. 

News has been received of the death in action of Col. 
Henry W. Parker, 159th Infantry, 35th Division (lieu- 
tenant colonel Cavalry, Regular Army). Coloncl Parker, 
who served for many years in the 2d Cavalry, was born 
in Maryland in 1871 and first joined the Regular Army 
as a private in the 2d Cavalry Aug. 31, 1894. He went 
to the Philippine Islands in 1912, when he was appointed 
major ef Philippine Scouts. He also served with the 
12th. and 10th Cavalry. He served with the 6th Cavalry 
on the border and went with that regiment to France.

He was ap- 
pointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A., July 1, 1864, and was 
graduated in 1868, as a brevet second licutenant of En- 
ers. He rose to the rank of first lieutenant in the 
ngincers and was appointed professor of mathematics 
April 17, 1878, at the U.3.M:A. He held this position 


~~ until 4898, when he was retired upon his own seamest. 


He served under Gen. H. H. Sibley against the 
1862-3. Hy wert on detached 
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assistant astronomer with the United States Transit of 
Venus Expedition to New Zealand from: March. 1, 1874, 
to Sept. 30, 1875, and with the United States expedi- 
tion to Colorado for the eclipse. of the sun in 1878. 
Colonel Bass was a member of the Century and Union 
League Club. He was the author of “Introduction to 
the Differential Calculus,” “Elements of Trigonometry 
(Ludlow’s)” and “Elements of Differential Calculus.” 
Capt. Henry Metcalfe, U.S.A., retired, a classmate of 
Colonel Bass at West Point, said that the latter was an 
“excecdingly accurate mathematician” and that the pres- 
ent efficient method of teaching mathematics at* the 
Military -Academy was introduced by him, He was a 
“devout West Pointer,” Captain Metcalfe ‘said, and de- 
siried to be buried in the cemetery there. 

Comdr. Gardner L. Caskey, U.S.N., on duty in foreign 
waters, died at a naval hospital on Nov. 3, 1918, of 
Commander Caskey, who ranked high 
among the Ordnance experts of the Navy, was born in 
Caro, Mich., Nov. 8, 1886. He was appointed a mid- 
shipman in 1903 and completed his course in September, 
1906, and was made an ensign in September, 1908. , He 
was appointed as aid on staff’of Commander 2d Division, 
Atlantic Fleet, Admiral* Badger, in April, 1911. In 
September, 1913, he was detailed to Bureau of Ord- 
nance, in which capacity he served until January, 1918, 
when he was appointed as gunnery officer for duty on a 
vessel in foreign waters.

Lieut. Comdr. James McD. Cresap, U.S.N.. whose 
death at the naval hospital, Annapolis, Md., on Oct. 25, 
1918, we briefly noticed in our last issuc, was a well 
known officer. He was born at the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, Md., May 19, 1889. “The whole town 
mourns his loss,” writes a friend. “I loved him for his 
charming individuality and candbr.

COLONEL TILLMAN TO WeEsT POINT GRADUATES. 


In his address to the graduating class at the Military 
Academy on Noy. 1 Col. Samuel B. Tillman, U.S.A., Su- 
perintendent of the Academy, said in part: “West Point 
passed practically unchanged through the Mexican War, 
throughout the Civil War, which,up to that time was 
the world’s greatest war, and through the Spanish War. 
If the spirits of the departed graduates whose glorious 
records have made West Point’s name known and hon- 
ored throughout the world; if these spirits still bover 
over their alma mater, keeping her traditions true, as 
we feel they do, they will doubtless marvel at our exer- 
cises to-day and wonder why. And why are we bidding 
you good-bye to-day instead of in June, 1920 and 1921? 
Why you are leaving the Academy, some of you with 
barely more than one-half and others barely more than 
one-quarter of the usual full preparation which has been 
bestowed upon that long line of gray which has preceded 
you, extending back unbroken for over one hundred 
years? Why now _comes the first break? The reasons 
are ample and sufficient. We have but to look beyond 
our beautiful, busy, but circumscribed highland home 
and we see why. The human race has never before 
been engaged in such a desperate appeal to arms; the 
number of countries involved, the number of combatants 
engaged, the beautiful yet horrible and effective scientific 
means of destruction employed, and lastly the. unprece- 
dented loss of life with the attending suffering and sor- 
row. These conditions have brought about a wonderful 
readjustment in the national and community lives of 
perhaps one-quarter of the world’s inhabitants, espe- 
cially of the most civilized nations. Our own country 
has experienced this change to a remarkable degree, and 
it has accepted it in a spirit which will fll a bright 
page in the country’s history. Two millions of our peo- 
ple have abandoned without a murmur their activities, 
scientific and other professions, business enterprises, 
university careers, and at the country’s call are now sol- 
diers, most effective soldiers, in camps beyond the seas. 
Another like number are on the way, and many millions 
more afe expending their energies in the preparation 
to war instead of the pursuits of peace. Thou-

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Genera Beit on CONVICTS IN THE ARMY. 

Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., in command of 
the Department of the East is reported in a dispatch 
from Trenton, N.J., to the New York Evening Sun, as 
having given his approval to the plan of State! Commis- 
sioner of Charities and Corrections: Lewis for the utiliza- 
tion of the man-power of correctional institutions in the 
conduct of the war. Commissioner Lewis suggested that 
fighting units and other military organizations of men in 
the correetional institutions be formed of men who prove 
themselves worthy of the honor. In commenting on the 
suggestion General Bell is quoted as saying: “I have 
spent my life in the Army, and I am naturally so greatly 
interested in. its welfare that its interests come first in 
my mind. IL am therefore naturally disinclined to see 
its welfare sacrificed to. the interests of criminals or 
those of any other class, My objection, however; was 
not to having reformed and repentant’ criminals. incor- 
porated in the Army in some. proper way after a proba- 
tionary period in refarmatories and under diseiplinary 
training, but to having them sentenced to the Army on 
the theory that their experience therein might have the

same effect upon them as would incarceration in a — 
reformatory. I am naturally opposed to using the 
for such a purpose. Reformatories are established with 


that object in. view, and I feel that. criminals should be 
sent to a.reformatory and not. to service in the Army 
until after a probationary period.”

“Muster out of Federal service’ operates as a decla- 
ration that the soldier is, not absent as a deserter, the 
Judge Advoeate General holds. An enlisted man, a 
private in the National Guard, was mustered into the 
Federal service and subsequently, on Feb. 24, 1917, as 
a. private, was mustered out. of it. The man’s record 
before the A.G.O. shows that he was mustered: into. the 
Service June 30, 1916, when a member of the National 
Guard. Oct. 21, 1916, his record bears the entry “De- 
serted. at Camp Stewart, Dec: 25, 1916.” - The final 
muster roll shows he was mustered out of the. Federal 
service with his company as a private with the remark, 
“Returned from desertion, Jan. 1, 1917; never tried.” 
“Muster out” is a formal discharge from the Army, mak- 
ing the soldier a civilian and terminating all military 
authority over him, even as: the “muster in” converted 
the civilian into a soldier. (Dig. Op. DLA.G., 1912, 
etc.). .The endorsement on: his. record should be con- 
strued to mean that in the opinion of the battery com- 
meander the soldier was not absent in desertion, but was 
absent’ without leave only. The Pederal discharge is a 
declaration that. the soldier left the Federal service in 
@ state of honor, at least so far as: the charge of deser- 
tion is concerned. It is therefore the opinion of the 
J.A.G. that. the soldier was not absent im desertion, but 
was only absent without leave.

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BurEAU OF NAVIGATION HEAp, 


Though there has been no indication of the purpose of 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels in filling the vacancy 
caused by thé assignment of Rear Admiral Leigh C.

The Secretary of the Navy will designate at an early 
day two selection boards. The first, which is for the 
selection of officers to be promoted to fill vacancies that 
may arise in the line, both in the Regular Service and 
in the Reserve Force, will convene in December; and 
the second, which is for the purpose of selecting officers 
to be promoted to fill vacancies in the staff, will meet in 
January, 1919. It is understood that the vacancies, 
from the present outlook, will be few in number.

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GERMANY’S ROAD TO DEFEAT. 


The supposed invincibility of Germany and her dream 
of world domination have now been definitely shattered, 
it is to be hoped for all time. Her armies have been 
battered and beaten, her supposed unequaled generals 
have been outgeneraled by Marshal Foch and other 
Allied great commanders, and even the great Gencral 


von Saunders, in command of the Turkish forces, had 
to decamp from Palestine and leave the Turkish army to 
its fate; while the great-vom Mackensen in Central 
Jurope faded-out of sight when Austria so Badly needed 


+ his help in her final collapse. All the numerous “Vons” 


on the western front in command of armies, and the 
Crown Prince, have been forced to make so many 
“strategic” moves to the rear, and so fast, that the 
Allied and American Armies can hardly keep them in 
sight. The fact is the German armies have been mak- 
ing for Germany as fast as they can travel, and their 
army commanders have been using every effort to save 
their vast stores, heavy guns and munitions in the re- 
treat, which bid fair to be cut off to a great extent. The 
steady battering of the German lines at their most vital 
points by the Allied armies for some four months was 
more than the weakening forces of Germany could stand, 
and retreat or surrender was inevitable. 

That Germany began to feel uncertain of the future 
was indicated as long ago as the latter part of 1916, 
when she proposed a plan of peace—a peace, however, 
that she could largely dictate and appear to the world 
as victor. Had she not foreseen then that her dream of 
world domination was impossible she would never hdve 
sent out a peace proposal. She began to realize in 1916 
that the allies that she had forced into the war were 
being slowly crushed, and that she herself was doomed 
to ultimate defeat and possible ruin. Germany entered 
the war with the most thoroughly organized and largest 
army ever mobilized for conquest. By brute force and 
the most _horrible barbarities she hoped to terrorize the 
world into submission to her. She had been preparing 
for the event for forty years, and was ready to make use 
of all manner of devilish and foul instruments of war, 
in violation of all international law and humanity. She 
had every advantage in the beginning in numbers and 
instruments of war, and yet despite these advantages 
German strategy failed. 

The mistake was made of risking the whole weight of 
the Teutonic armies practically in one venture, re- 
peatedly, ending each time in failure. The thrusts 
against Calais, Paris and Verdun were among the mighty 
drives that resulted each time in immense casualties. 
The attempt to crush the British army in March, 1918, 
with a force far superior in numbers, failed. Then came 
the endeavor to crush the French army before the Amer- 
icans could get a large force in the field, and again the 
result was failure. ~In these drives the Germans used 
up the flower of their troops and reserves. With all 
these disastrous losses, which cannot be replaced, the 
German High Command realized their miscalculations 
long ago. ‘There followed the attempt by diplomacy, 
trickery and peace notes to get out of the war without 
further losses. Here again they have failed. From the 
beginning to the end German “‘infallibility’” and “‘su- 
periority”: with which the world had allowed itself to be 
mesmerized have proved a myth. Although suffering the 
greatest handicap when forced into war by Germany, 
who imagined that her long planning would assure her 
a speedy victory, the Allies proved more than her match 
in every way. They more than discounted every new 
war device Germany brought into use, and beat her in 
every field of mechanical enterprise, guns and arma- 
ment. ‘The construction of the British tanks proved a 
more valuable element of warfare on the land that the 
Germans had ever dreamed of. The Germans were beaten 
in the air, on the sea, and under the sea, as well as on 
land. German efforts to dominate and bulldoze the 
world have been a series of blunders from the very be- 
ginning of their war scheme, to the present time of their 
growing helplessness and humiliation. Germany blun- 
dered when she started the war. She blundered when 
she considered that Great Britain would not enter the 
war, and could be brought to ignore a solemn treaty. 
She blundered when she antagonized the world with the 
deliberate murder of non-combatants, and her other 
crimes and brutalities against all laws of humanity and 
decency. Her crowning blunder was injury and insult 
to the United States that brought us into the war, and 
sealed her fate. Germany for her ruthlessness, bestiality 
and outlaw acts stands to-day a disgraced, beaten and 
outlawed nation, whose word cannot be taken except 
with safeguards to make sure that it will be kept.

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PROGRESS OF ARMISTICE NEGOTIATIONS. 
Germany Asks Armistice Conditions. 
The German government sent to Marshal Foch by 
wireless on Nov. 7 a request that he mect “accredited 
representatives of the German government” to communi- 





cate to them conditions of an armistice, the following 
plenipotentiaries having been named: Secretary of 
State Erzberger, Gens. H. K. vgm Wititerfeld and yon 


iriinel, Captain von Salow, of the German navy, and 
Count Alfred von Oberndorff. Marshal Foch notified the 
German emissaries to present themselves to the French 
outposts by the Chimay-Fourmies-La Capelle-Guise road. 
Germany replied that her plenipotentiaries would Teaye 
Spa at noon expecting to reach the French outposts at 
fiye o’clock. In the sequence in which these statements 
were given out officially in Paris then appeared the an- 
nouncement “orders were given to cease fire on the 
front at three o’clock until further orders.” The final 
message of the day was sent by the Germans at six p.m. 
stating that “by reason of delay” the German delegation 
would not be able to cross the outpost line until between 
eight and ten that night, at Haudroy, two kilometers 
northwest of La Capelle. 
A False Report of Peace. 

One of the extraordinary features on Nov. 7 was the 
announcement sent from Paris by the United Press As- 
sociation, and first made public in New York city at 
ten minutes past twelve (noon), that an armistice had 
been signed by the Germans at eleven a.m., and that it 

; would begin at two p.m. of the same day. The report 
was flashed all over the country and as a result the peo- 
ple of the United States indulged in the most’ extraor- 
dinary outburst of jubilation ever known. Impromptu 
parades were formed, flags appeared in countless num- 
bers, business was suspended to a large extent, even in 
the Government’s departments, and some of the courts 
closed. Even after Secretary of State Lansing officially 
denied the report at 2:15 p.m. (New York time) the 
jubilation did not cease but was kept up in the larger 
cities until long after midnight. 

Foch in Control of Armistice. 

Through a note addressed to the Swiss Minister in 
Washington by Secretary Lansing on Nov. 5 it became 
known that President Wilson had informed the German 
government that “Marshal Foch has been authorized by 
the Government of the United States and the Allied goy- 
ernments to receive properly accredited representatives of 
the German government and to communicate to them 
terms of an armistice.” Secretary Lansing’s note began 
by reminding the German government of the transmissal 
by the President ofthe correspondence he had with Ger- 
many regarding an acceptance of peace terms to the 
‘Allied Powers as stated in his note of Oct. 23. Mr. 
Lansing continued by stating that the President had re- 
ceived “a memorandum of observations” by the_AHied 
governments in which they declared that “subject to the 
qualifications which follow” they were willing “to make 
péace with the government of Germany on the terms of 
peace laid down in the President’s address to Congress 
of January, 1918, and the principles of settlement 
enunciated in his subsequent addresses.” The note con- 
tinues, quoting from the memorandum of observations 
of the Allies: 

Interpretation of Freedom of the Seas. 

“They must point out, however, that Clause 2, relat- 
ing to what is usually described as the freedom of the 
seas, is open to various interpretations, some of which 
they could not accept. They must, therefore, reserve to 
themselves complete freedom on this subject when they 
enter the peace conference. Further, in the conditions 
of peace laid down in his address to Congress of Jan, 8, 
1918, the President declared that invaded territories 
must be restored as well as evacuated and freed. The 
Allied governments feel that no doubt ought to be al- 
lowed to exist as to what this provision implies. By it 
they understand that compensation will be-made by Ger- 
many for all damage done to the civilian population of 
the Allies and their property by the aggression of Ger- 
many by land, by sea and from the air.” 

Mr. Lansing’s note then adds: “I am instructed by the 
President to say that he is in agreement with the inter- 
pretation set forth in the last paragraph of the memo- 
randum above quoted” and closes with the statement that 
Marshal Foch had been authorized to communicate to 
Germany the terms of an armistice. 

The President’s second point, on which decision is re- 
served, reads: “Absolute freedom of navigation upon 
the seas outside territorial waters alike in peace and 
war, except as the seas may be closed in whole or in 
part by international action for the enforcement of in- 
ternational covenants.” 

Austria-Hungary Signs Armistice. 

Military representatives of Austria-Hungary signed 
the Allied armistice on the afternoon of Nov. 3, hostili- 
ties ceasing at three p.m. on the following day. The 
terms of the armistice, which include seven military and 
“@leven naval corditions, are as follows: 

Military conditions: (1) Immediate ending of hostili- 


ties by land, on sea and in air. 2) Total demobiliza- 
tion of the Austro-Hungarian army and immediate-with- 
drawal of all Austro-Hungarian forces on the front from 
the North Sea to Switzerland. Half of the Austrian 
equipment to be surrendered to the Allies. (3) Evacua- 
tion of all territories invaded by Austria-Hungary since 
the war began. All military and railway equipment and 
coal in those territories to be surrendered. No new de- 
struction, pillage or requisitions by enemy troops in 
these territories. (4) Allies to have the right of free 
movement over all railroads and waterways in. Austro- 
Hungarian territory and use of the necessary means of 
communication. (5) Complete evacuation, in fifteen 
days, of all German troops, not only from the Italian 
and Balkan fronts, but from all Austro-Hungarian terri- 
tory. Internment of all German troops which have not 
left Austria-Hungary by the expiration of that period. 
(6) Administration of the evacuated territories of 
Austria-Hungary to be intrusted to local authorities 
under the control of the Allied and Associated armies of 
occupation. (7) Immediate repatriation, without reci- 
procity, of all Allied prisoners of war and interned sub- 
jects of civil populations evacuated from their homes. 

Naval conditions: (1) Immediate ending of all hos- 
tilities at sea, with definite information to be given of 
the location and movements of all Austro-Hungarian 
ships. (2) Surrender to the Allies and the United 
States of fifteen Austro-Hungarian submarines com- 
pleted between 1910 and 1918 and of all German subma- 
rines now in or which may hereafter enter Austro-Hun- 
garian territorial waters. All ether. Austro-Hungarian 
surface warships to be disarmed and placed under the 
supervision of the Allies and the United States. (3) 
Surrender to the Allies and the United States of thirty- 
four warships. (4) Freedom of navigation to all war- 
ships and merchant ships of the Allied and. associated 
powers to be given in the Adriatic and up the River 
Danube and its tributaries in the territorial waters and 
territory of Austria-Hungary. The Allies and the United 
States to occupy or dismantle all fortifications. (5) 
Existing blockade conditions set up by the Allied and 
associated powers to remain unchanged, and all Austro- 
Hungarian merchant ships found at sea are to remain 
liable to capture. (6) All naval aircraft to be concen- 
trated at bases designated by the Allies and the United 
States. (7) Evacuation of all the Italian coasts and of 
«all ports occupied by Austria-Hungary outside their na- 
tional territory. (8) Occupation by the Allies and the 
United States of the land and sea fortifications. (9) All 
merchant vessels held by Austria-Hungary belonging to 
the Allies and associated powers to be returned. (10) 
No destruction of ships or of materials to be permitted 
before evacuation, surrender or restoration. (11) All 
naval and mercantile marine prisoners of the Allies and 
associated powers in Austro-Hungarian hands.to be re- 
turned without reciprocity. 


The Turkish Armistice. 


On behalf of the Allied governments, exclusive of the 
United States, Great Britain signed | an armistice with 
the Turkish government on Nov. 1; according to a state- 
ment made by Lord Robert Cecil in London on that date. 
The Assistant Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
declared that the terms amounted to “complete and un- 
conditional surrender” and that “no secret undertakings 
or éngagements have been made with Turkey as far as 
the British government is concerned.” Among the terms 
included in the armistice are the opening of the Darda- 
nelles and the Bosporus and access to the Black Sea 
with Allied occupation of the Dardanelles and Bos- 
porus forts. The position of all mine fields in Turkish 
waters and the Black Sea are to be revealed and as- 
sistance given in removing them. All Allied prisoners 
of war and Armenians, interned or prisoners, to be col- 
lected in Constantinople and handed over to the Allies. 
Immediate demobilization of the Turkish army. The 
surrender of all war vessels.in Turkish waters. The 
Allies to have the right to occupy strategic points. Allied 
occupation of the Taurus tunnel. Immediate with- 
drawal of Turkish troops from northern Persia and the 
evacuation of Transcaucasia. Control of all wireless, 
telegraph and cable stations. Prohibition against the 
destruction of any naval, military or commercial ma- 
terial. The surrender of all Turkish officers in Tripoli- 
tania and Cyrenaica nearest to the Italian garrison and 
the surrender of all garrisons in the Turkish govern- 
ments in Arabia. The use of all ships and repair fa- 
cilities at all Turkish ports and arsenals. All Germans 
and Austrians to be evacuated within one month. An 
obligation on the part of Turkey to cease all relations 
with the Central Powers. In case of disorder in the 
six Armenian vilayets the Allies reserve the right to 
occupy them, 
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Peace News AND Wak Work. 

The “feel” of peace. in the air and the rapidly 
crumbling resistance of the Teutons has given rise to a 
situation in the production centers supplying material 
for the Army and Navy which threatens to grow serious. 
Quite naturally the workers are looking toward the fu- 
ture and,are becoming restive to settle into places where 
a continuation of employment is assured when peace 
comes. This apprehension has also attached itself to 
officers in the production services, many being anxious to 
enter manufacturing lines which are to have a bright 
future after the war. But that the movement is really 
acute, or has reached the proportions of a problem, is 


emphatically discounted in official Washington circles. 
It is stated that the movement of men in war work to 
other employment is only acute in the sense that it de- 
mands greater effort to effect readjustments because it is- 
complicated with the shortage caused by the influenza 
epidemic, and because of the very keen competition in 
the labor market. While there is an ounce of strength 
in the German army, it igs regarded as a real danger if 
this movement should grow to an extent that would seri- 
ously reduce America’s fighting strength. Meetings have 
therefore been called in yarious industrial. cénters to lay 
before manufacturers plans for the supply of labor 
through quick and intensive training and to spur imme- 
diate action. It is confidently expected that by this 
method any serious demoralization of labor will bé ef- 
fectively checked and that comprehensive plans will be 
adopted to prevent further loss by labor turnover. De- 
partment chiefs in Washington, moreover, look with dis- 
favor on the sensational newspaper reports that labor is 
deserting the war plants. ‘ 
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30ARD OF CONTRACT ADJUSTMENT. 

A Board of Contract Adjustment has been constituted 
by order of the Secretary of War. The functions of this 
board are to hear atid determine all claims, doubts or 
disputes which may arise under any contract made by 
the War Departmert. The board is clothed with all 
powers necessary and incident to the performance of 
its duties. Contractprs supplying the Army will be able 
to submit any differences that may arise between them 
and the contracting officers of the various supply bu- 
reaus to this board, which will act without any of the 
technicalities of court procedure, thus insuring a speedy 
and equitable adjustment. The services of lawyers will 
not be necessary, as the contractor or his representative 
may appear before the board and state his case freely 
and fully with the assurance that he will have an im- 
partial hearing and a prompt decision. The decisions 
of the board will be final and conclusive on all matters - 
submitted to it for determination, except that appeals 
may be made tothe Secretary of War.

——- by the Secretary of War are Lieut. Cols. 

Christopher B. Garnett (chairman), H.’ H. Lehman 
and Edward S. Malone. Colonel Garnett was formerly 
chairman of the Corporation Commission of Virginia ; 
Colonel Lehman is Chief of the Methods Section, Pur- 
chase Branch, Purchase, Storage and Traffic Division; 
and Colonel Malone was Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel of New York city for the Borough of Queens. The 
legal-adviser of the board will be a judge advocate ap- 
pointed by the Judge Advocate General. The board will 
also have a recorder and’ several examiners who will be 
commissioned officers of the U.S. Army and appointed by. 
the Director of the Purchase, Storage and Traffic Divi- 
sion. The office of the Board of Contract Adjustment - 
will be in Washington, but hearings may be held in such 
other places as may be expedient and necessary for the 
proper performance of its duties.

VIOLATION OF UNIFORM REGULATIONS. — 


The attention of commissioned officers is called to the 
fact that the U.S. Army Uniform Regulations are being 
broken by many of them in several particulars. Special 
attention is called to the regulations concerning the 
wearing of overcoats amd raincoats and the. insignia 
thereon. 

Olive-drab overcoats, not longer than ten inches bdiow 
the knee er not shorter than one inch below the knee, are 
the only authorized overcoats for winter wear. .Rank is 
designated by braids on the sleeves. of overcoats only. 
Drab moleskin overcoats lined with sheepskin are only 
authorized for wear in camps and under the regulations 
prescribed by the camp or division’ commanders. The> 
wearing of the so-called “trench coat’ is prohibited in 
the United States except as a raincoat. : 

Waterproof coats or capes and raincoats, as nearly as 
practicable the color of the olive-drab service uniform, 
may be worn in rainy or other wet weather, but they 
should not be worn: for purposes of warmth. Neither 
insignia of rank on the shoulder loops nor braid as 
sleeve ornamentation will be worn on raincoats. No 
officer or enlisted man is permitted to wear any cam- 
paign badge or ribbon, even though he has taken part in 
a campaign, until he has submitted his’ claims to The 
Adjutant General and received specific authorization to 
do so. The badges and their respective ribbons are is- 
sued by the Quartermaster Corps after the service of the 
individual has been verified. Ribbons representing mili- 
tary societies will net be worn with service uniforms. 

Gold service’ chevrons for six months’ service in the 
theater of operations and blue chevrons for periods of 
less than six months are authorized, but a gold and a 
blue cheyron must never be worn together. While frac- 
tions of the first six months’ service are recognized, after 
one gold chevron has been awarded, a blue is never 
awarded, but when a second six-months’ period hag 
elapsed a second gold chevron is. authorized. There. is 
no authorization for the wearing of a gold or silver star 
above the service chevrons, which is supposed -to desig- 
nate membership in the first 50,000 to disembark over- 
seas. : 
The wearing of overseas caps by officers and men- is” 
prohibited in this country, except at ports of embarka- 
tion, and only by men about to embark or those who 
have just disembarked.

MOBILIZED HEAVY ARTILLERY. 
14-Inch Navy Guns on West Front. 

On highest authority at Washington it may be stated 
that the Navy guns operating on the west front, de- 
scribed in a recent statement by Secretary Daniels, are 
14-inch and not 16-inch, as at first reported. The error 
in describing these big guns arose, it is said, from a 
cable report giving the size as 16-inch. The guns are 
14-inch, 50 caliber, i.c., 58 feet 4 inches in length, or 
fifty times the diameter of the bore. Their range ex- 
ceeds by thousands of yards that of any other guns used 
in the European war, except the freak pieces used by 
the Germans in bombarding Paris. The destructive 
power of one of their projectiles is sufficient to put a 
four-track railroad out of commission with a single shot. 
There is no comparison in power between these guns and 
the pieces sent to France by the Coast Artillery, by re- 
moving them from coast defense emplacements and 
mounting them on railway carriages. The Coast Artil- 
lery guns have been used in the American sector on the 
west front and have done excellent service. 


Railroad Artillery in the Civil War. 


The mobilization of heavy artillery by mounting it 
on armored railway carriages dates back to Civil War 
times and may be regarded as a strictly American in- 
vention, as the earliest use of it of which official record 
can be discovered may be credited to a no lesser military 
genius than Gen. Robert BE. Lee. The most recent in- 
stance of its use, as noted in our issue of Nov. 2, was in 
the mounting of the heavy guns of our Navy on spe- 
cially designed railway carriages for mobile service 
against German army positions. 
one of the earliest detailed official descriptions of such 
railway artillery describes its use by the British in their 
operations in Egypt in 1882; but the use of railroad 
batteries in our Civil War antedated this by twenty 
years. We find in the Official Records of the War of 
the Rebellion, Serial. No, 14 (Series I., Vol. XI., Part 
III.), page 574, that General Lee writes to Major W. H. 
Stevens, chief engineer, Army of Northern Virginia, 
under date June 5, 1862, as follows: 

The only way by which the enemy can convey heavy artillery 
from the Chickahominy is by the York River R.R. It has oc- 
curred to me that he is constructing a railroad battery, probably 
plated with iron, to push along the road and sweep the country. 
That may be the object of his blind on the railroad. Can you 
not take a position, probably where General Toombs is stationed, 
and erect a battery to oppose him!. If we can hold him on the 
railroad he cannot advance by his present front, I think, for I 
do not see how he can provision his troops. If we could con- 
struct a railroad battery though, plated and protected, with a 
heavy gun, it would probably be preferable to a fixed gun. What 
do you. think of its practicability! Please let me know what 
progress you are making and the condition of affairs. 

General Lee gave too much credit to the Union troops, 
for they had no idea of such a thing. He appears to have 
had the first conception of a simple contrivance of 
warfare, so simple he believed the eriemy must certainly 
have planned for its use. Recorded on the same page 
and date, General Lee, writing to Col. J. Gorgas, Chief 
of Ordnance, C.S.A., says: - 

Is there a possibility of constructing an iron-plated battery, 
mounting a heavy gun, the whole covered with iron, to move 
along the York River railroad! Please see what can be done. 
See the Navy Department and officers. If a proper one can be 
got up at once it will be of immense advantage to us. Have 
you, any mortars that we could put at some point on the rail- 
roa 

In 14 Official Records, p. 575, we find General Lee very 
impatient for action. Writing to Capt. George Minor, Chief of 
Ordnance and Hydrography, ©.S. Navy, under date June 5, 
1862, he says: 

“The Armstrong gun, i.e.. mounted on a field carriage, with 
its supply of projectiles, will be of immense importance to us. 
Can we not have it in the morning! . . . I am anxious 
to have a railroad battery. I wrote to Colonel Gorgas on the 
subject this morning, and asked him to get you and Brooke t¢& 
aid me. Till something better could be accomplished I propose 
a Dahigren or Columbiad, on a ship's carriage; on a railroad 
flat, with one of your navy iron aprons adjusted to it to protect 
gun and men. If I could get it in position by ‘daylight to- 
morrow I could astonish our neighbors. The enemy cannot get 
up his heavy guns except by railroad.” 

Sixteen days later General Lee appears to be re- 
lieved of his anxiety, for in 14 Official Records, p. 610, 
he is quoted as writing to the Hon. S. R. Mallory, Sec- 
retary of the Confederate Navy, under date of June 21, 
1862, as follows: 

I have been informed by Colonel Gorgas that the railroad bat- 
tery will be ready for service to-morrow. Inasmuch as this 
battery has been constructed by the Navy, I would be pleased if 
you assigned-me an officer and a requisite number of men to 
take charge of and operate it. If you desire to do so, I request 
that you will designate the officer at once, as I wish to place the 
battery in position to-morrow. 

The long sought instrument of offense was finally 
ready to “astonish our neighbors,” and it is minutely 
described in 14 Official Records, p. 615, by Capt. 
George Minor in a letter to General Lee dated June 24, 
1862, which follows: 

The railroad-iron plated battery designed by Lieut. John M. 
Brooke, C.S. Navy, has been completed. The gun, a rifled and 
banded 32-pounder of 57 cwt., has been mounted and equipped 
by Lieut. R. D. Minor, C.8. Navy, and with 200 rounds of 
ammunition, incliding 15-inch solid bolt shot, is now ready to 
be transferred to the Army. 

This was referred by endorsement to Major E. P. 
Alexander, Chief of Ordnance, Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia, with directions to get the battery and an officer 
and detail to man it. The success of the invention 
ereated much enthusiasm, for in 13 Official Records, p. 
717, we take this extract from the report of Major Gen. 
Lafayette McLaws, commanding division, on the en- 
gagement at Peach Orchard (Allen’s Farm), near Fair 
Oaks Station, on Sept. 29, 1862: 

Lieutenant Barry, of the artillery, had been for some days 
previous placed in charge of a 32-pounder rifled gun, mounted 
on a rail car and protected from cannon shot by a sloping roof 
in front, covered with plates of iron, through which a porthole 
had been pierced, and from rifle shot on the sides by thick walls 
of wood lined with iron. His battery moved down the road, 
keeping pace with the advance of the troops and by his fire an- 
hoying the enemy whenever the range would allow. His enthu- 
siasm at the decided success of the experiment and in pushing 
through obstructions deserve all praise. 

And here we have the efficiency of the railroad bat- 
tery attested by Major Gen. J. B. Magruder, who com- 
manded Magruder’s, McLaws’s and D. R. Jones’s di- 
visions at the same engagement. The following extract 
fis from 13 Official Records, p. 664, which states: 

Taking position on the railroad bridge, which commanded a 
good view of the fight and of the enemy's line of battle, I di- 
rected the railroad battery, commanded most efficiently by Lieu- 
tenant Barry, to advance to the front, so as to clear, in some de- 
gree, the deep cut over which the bridge was thrown, and to 
open his fire upon the enemy’s masses below; which was done 
with terrible effect. , 

And ‘finally we have the report from Colonel Sharpe, 
Provost Marshal General, Army of the Potomac, to Gen- 
eral Humphreys, Chief of Staff, at Cold Harbor, found 
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in 69 Official Records, p. 725, and dated June 10, 1864, 
which declares that the Confederates “employed a 64- 
pounder rifle nh, mounted upon a strong wooden car, 
the front of which is heavily plated on an angle protect- 
ing the gun and wheels of ‘the car. The gun is fired 
through an opening or port, and has. very little range. 
The sides of the cars are riot protected. It was last 
fired from a cut which gave protection to the sides.” 
Though the crude invention suggested by General Lee 
would probably be easily demolished by, say, a French 
75 of to-day, it was neverthcless the first application of 
armor to a railroad car and the first mounting of a 
naval gun on such a mobile unit. 
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NEW RULINGS FOR.OVERSEAS SHIPMENTS. 


The War: Trade Board has announced a new ruling 
amending the rules governing export by private individ- 
uals to American soldiers and others overseas. The 
special license previously required has now been re- 
issued to the Post Office Department and the Customs 
Service, authorizing the exportation without individual 
license of such shipments to individuals serving in the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps, the Red Cross, Y.M. 
C.A., Knights of Columbus, Salvation Army, or other 
similar organizations operating in connection with the 
military forces of fhe United States or of the Allies in 
Europe, or in connection with any American or Allied 


editionary force elsewhere, and individuals serving 
in the qrasian of the Allies in Europe or with any Allied 


ey 


expeditionary force elsewhere. The special license cov- 
ers only shipments for the personal use of the recip- 
ient and does not apply to articles of a commercial 
character. In making shipments under this license 
through a post office or other carrier, it is necessary only 
to note on the wrapper of the package the fact of its 
being shipped under export license No. P.A.C.-43; a 
statement of the contents; name and address of the 
shipper; name and address of the consignee, and a 
statement that the regulations of the War- and Navy 
Departments have been complied with, which requires 
that the parcel contain a written request for the articles 
to be shipped, the request having been signed the 
addressee and approved by a regimental or higher com- 
manding officer. The fact must also be noted that the 
parcel contains only articles sent at the approved re- 
quest of the addressee, which ts~ enclosed. The restric- 
tions of the War Department do not apply to — 
sent to. persons on United States war vessels when 

are addressed in care of the Postmaster, New York city, 
and not to the American Expeditionary Force in France. 
One parcel will be accep’ through the Red Cross b 
the War Department for each soldier overseas. To ea 
of these must be attached a label sent by the soldier 
overseas, which is to be — tached to the parcel, which is 
to be placed in cardboard boxes 3x4x9 inches in sige.

WEST POINT. 
West Point, N.Y., Nov. 6, 1918. 

For the first time in the history of the U.S, Military Academy 
the last day of October saw a graduation parade; the day was 
none too chilly for the season, although a stiff breeze which 
blew down the Hudson in the late afternoon made furs com- 
fortable; the visitors who came for graduation were fewer in 
number than usual and were principally relatives of the grad- 
wating cadets.
